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DEATH OF DR YOUNG. 

Wa deeply -rograt’ to have ts secard the 

* death of ‘Dr William. Young, which iovk 
placeatDfount Kellett about four o'cluck this 
morning.: Dr Young had been ailing fora 
cousiderable timo, but he assiduously. per 
formed the ardunts duties of his profes-ion 
and madg litt!o complaint. It will by to- 
memborod that on the outbreak of fevor ut 
Quarry Bay iss. year Dr Young devoted 
himself so earnestly’. to tho service of tie 
sick that ho caught tho fever himeslf and 
well nigh eacrificed ‘his life at that timo 
to his high soneé of duty, He recovered from 
tho. fover woos to ba ablo to resume 
his Isboura withunabated zeal; but his 
nearest frionds ‘saw ‘that tha recovery was 
not complete and. that he never regainct 
hia wonted atrength. -Fovorish aymptonis 
hung about bim, and Intterly he was trou- 
. bled with diarrhea and vomiting of blood. 
Within tho last week or so is condition be- 
camo Worse, nnd as ho was living alono some 
friends urged him to go into.the Hospital. 
An opportunity, howover, offorded iteelf 
of obtaining lodging atthe Peak, and on the 
advice of his’ medigal colleagues he took 
advantayo of it, Somo frionds had-engnged 
a house ori Mount: Kellett and wero to 
occupy itolong with him, beginning from 
“to-day. -Dr. Young preceded the others 
and went up sestorday. Ho was advised 
not te go alone, but he said he had 
managed with only his ‘boy’ at his own 
_ house and hoe vould got on all right, Un- 
fortunately he started for the Poak early in 
ths afternoon, the hottest part of the day. 
His clinical thermometer in bis waistcoat 
pooket thon registeted 105°. He seems 
to have bocomo ‘worse in tho over 
ing, and hid ‘boy’ siys ho rose at mid: 
night footing very. ill, At three o'clock 
his condition became ao alarming that 
the ‘boy’ sent.a coolis for Dr Manson, 
Dz Manson at once: went to the assistance 
of his colleague and arrived at the houses 
little after four o'clock, to find that Dr, 
Young had just died, Tho tomporature of 
the body under the arm-pits was thon 106°, 
a0 that it must havo. bean about 109° whou 
doath oceurred. uo 
The death of Dr, Young isa grost lose to 
tho Colony.. Few men realised more fully 
than ho did tho noblest conception of hie 
profession. “Ho did not-look upon it ass 
means of gaining money, ‘The one gront 


object of his life was to-reliove suffering, to |- 


cure the sickness and soothe the pains of 
rich or poor, irrespective of what return 
might accrue to bim. He had perhaps the 
largest practice in town, and it ie no exag- 
goration to say that a fourth part of his 
work was done grotuitoualy. His govd- 
heartedness and genuine sympathy with 
auffering waa even sometimes taken advan- 
tage of by those who were well able topay for 
his ministrations. It may be well imagined 
that to a large-souled man like Dr. Young 
tho condition of the puflering masses in the 
poorer districts of this city appealed with 
irresistible forco, He could not sco thom 
suffer without. lending a holping hand. 
During thin period of ‘his first stey in the 
“ Qclony, when ho waa catrying on his bro- 
thor’s practice, he associdted himeelf with 


~~ yMr H. W. Davis and other gentlemen in the 


establishment of the Dispensary at Taiping- 
shan, out of which grow the present Alice 
Momorial Hospital. When ho returned’to 
the Colony be threw himaolf with equal 
ardour into tho work which led upto the 
Alice “Memorial Hospital. Along with his 
_ medical confrdres in the Colony ho took his 
turn in visiting the’Hospital, and was un- 
romitting inthe performance of his Jaboar 
oflove, He also joined heartily with his 
__ colleagues in tho formation of the Behool 
“of Medicitia for Chineno and undertook tho 
lectureship of-obstetrics and gynecology. 
Besides this work and the arduous dutics 
of his profession, Dr Young took a lively in 
torest in public afsirs,” He wos a member 
of the Medical Commission which rat to 
enquire into the. causes. of the spread of 
fever in the Western district, and he 
and Dr Gontlie .were the two mombers 
who took the greatest trouble to. en- 
quire into the drainage system of Hong- 


i o-+.kong, the. defects of which: formed ono 


of the alleged’ causes of the outbreak, 
« His loss will also’ be felt by the Masonic 
brethren, for ho was ever ready to renders 
brotherly turn and putin practice the prin- 
ciples of the brotherhood. A lenl Scot to the 
core, he was an ehthwsiastic meniber of the 
local St. Androw's Hociety, and the Scotch- 
men who were present at the last Barns’ 
banquet will fondly remember the heart.

Once every two-yoars and fifty days, Mare 
comeg into opposition, when itis nearest to 
the earth, and canbe observed to tho 
greatest advantage, ‘either by 4 telescope. or 
the: naked oye. Whon in thie favorable 
ponition the apparent size of the planat's 
diac ia twonty-fiva ‘times larcor ‘than whow 
in evnjunction,-or, farthest removed froin 
tho ea th, and ‘Bfars then’ vies with Vanna 
and Jupiter in brillianey and-splendor,. . ‘To 
those who are just beginning tho atudy’ of 
astronomy, tho planct Mara, in its movo- 
monts ovur tho firmament, preseuts on exe 
collent illustration, and affirda tha means 
of reengnizing ‘thy | pringipal distinction 
between a planet and a-' fixed’ star, Only’ 
one or two evenings of pationt watching will 
reveal’ to an obsarver the movements of 
thie wandorer over the aky' ‘us -it requires 
but 4 ahort tinte for tho plnnat to’ shift’ its 
Position quite perceptibly smong. tho. sur- 


+] Founding tara, tha volosity of Mars in. its 


orbit being about fiftesn miles per second, 
or mora than 3 hundred tines’ the velocity 
of.acannon ball. Et was by observing tho 
mavemonts .of Mars over tha frmament, 
during & period of eighteew yoars,. that tho 
famous astronomer, Kepler, was onabled to 
onunclato the three grand truths of plane-. 
tary motion knawn aa ‘Keplor’a laws,’ and 
from the long-coutinned and cara‘ul ohserv- 
ations of this planet, the doctrine: ofa 
plurality of worlds was doubtless first con- 
frmed—tho crowning result’ of modern 
astronomical research. * 

In size Mars is the sniallest'of the | prim- 
ary planets.except Mercury, its diameter 
being a little more. than 4.600 miles. its 
density is about three-fourths that. of the 
eatth. boing as seventy-one to 100, and it 
is consoquontly'a planet with little gravity, 
and the weight of.a body upon its aurface 
is oxtromoly ‘light.- If the intonsity. of 
weight upon the carth’s aurface be ropro- 
sented by 190, upon.the planet Mars’ it 
would be only thirty-oight.. It is the most 
feeble intonsity-of weight that oxists upou 
any planot of the solar system (excepting, 
of course, those amall ones known as astor- 
vids), and some writer, a an illustration of 


its amall gravitating enorgy, has impressive." 


ly remarked that ‘with the muscular effort 
which s:holarg exert in playing leap-frog in 
their recreations, they might leap to the 
roofs of the houses or to the tops-of the 
trees, were the gravity of the earth the 
sntno as that of Mara.’ . 

The topography of Mars ia greatly con- 
¢trastad to that of our earth. While on 
earth there is about /fgur times na much 
water as dry land, on the planet M.ra ‘the 
Proportion is. about equal, and one mizht 
easily make a complete * tour of the world’ 
withont going off from the dry. land, .or 
either by water or laud ‘alone. One 
peculiar feature of the planet is the oxist- 
ence of what have been called ‘ bottle-neck- 
ed seus,’ which appear to be interlocked 
with the land, and are, owing. to tho 
singular topography of the pl-nut’s aurfaco 
os mentiondd above, The continents aro 
of a dull red color, and the ‘water’ presents 
agroenish hue. Tho rnddy color of the 
planot was believed’ by Sir John Herschel 
to be due to an ochrey tinge inthe general 
soil; and othors have attributed. it to. some 
peculinrity of the atmosphore: and clouds. 
Some astronomers havo suggested that the 
color may be owing to the color of -the 
vegetation on the planot, which is. perhaps 
red inatead of green, but Prof, Lockyor is 
of the opinion that it is ‘due to the abaarp- 
tion of the atmosphere, ns is the color of 
tho setting sun with us,’ It is a singular 
fact that the ruddy color of Mara, which 
distinguishes ‘it from any. other planet 
visible to the naked eye, ‘vanishes almost 
entively in a powerful telescops. When 
siewed even with a common teleicipe the 
planet ap;cars Jeas red, and the bigher the 
power the lesa is the intensity of color. ‘No 
mountains have yot been discovered upon 
the planet, and the distribution of Innd and 
water is the most noticonble feature of its 
sarface, “Some writer haa aid: * Here 
avery continant is an island; there every 
sos isalake. But thesg, fike our own con- 
tinents, are chiefly. confined to one hemis- 
phore, so'that the habitable area of the two 
globes may not differ as much as the size of 
the planets.” - . 

- The plauet Mars not onty has land, water, 
and even snow, like’ the earth, but also 
clonda and mists," which have been fre- 
quently “observed at various times, and 
therefore | prove the existence of n dense 
surrounding atmosphere. . Soon after the 
invention of tho tolescope the palar regions 
of Mara attracted the aitention of the early 
observers with this instrament, owing .to 
the'singular’ and varied appearances ‘they 
exhibited. A very noticenble and remark- 
able feature of the: plabet is the presenco of 
two whitepatche’—one surrounding the pole 
~which disappoar as sammoer approaches, 
and again re-appear during the winter sea- 
son, phenomena whick prove quite conclu. 
sively that.they are dus to immense masses 
of sno#, which apparent'y melt and recedo 
during tha’ cummer in “each hemisphere, 
and increase, on the approach: of - winter. 
These. ‘ snow zones,’ aa they are called. are 
similar ‘to those surronnding the poles of 
our earth, ‘and in obsorving Mars through 
powerful telescopes we are porinitted. to 
view phenomena. in that distant world with 
which terrestrial dwelfers ‘hayes Jong been 
familiar, ‘Wo can thua-from the earth 
watch the formation of polar:ice and the 
fall of pnow—in fact, all the vicissitudes uf 
the senons on the surface of a nolghboring 
planet,’ © a : : 

‘The axis of the planet Mars’ being in- 
clined about 27° from a. per/endicular to 
the plane of its orbit, “its seasons are there- 
foresimilar to our. own, "their, vicissitudes 
being greater than those of thaearth in the 
proportion of 27° to: 234°, though owing to 
tbe farthop distance’ of Mars fram. the sun, 
the bmount “of light. avd’ heat it resuives 
from that oantral luminary. is leas than one~ 
half that which we enjoy. ‘This intereatin 
planet; having, as we luye..seen, land and 
water, an atmusphere, a day uearly equal 
to vat own, «while: ite ‘seasons are. ¥e 
similar‘and resembling our warld jn many. 
other. respects, - it:-has- been most appro- 

tistely called the. miniature of the earth.’ 
Whe eminent Dr. Dick, referring’: to the. 
Taany features of resemblanos . between’ 
Mats and the earth; said: ‘Were we war- 
ranted from auch circumstances to fora ati 
opizion respecting ‘the. physical ayd moral 
atate'of the bainge that jubabit it, we might 
be apt to ponclude that they are iia condi-

“We can-hardly considor theay important 
facta without being led ti the ‘belief that 
Mars ie inhabited: by: creat rasa aa fir ad:

and the grani tevth of lifein other worlda 
than ours is doubtlesa thé important lesson- 
that the observations of this'planet ato cal- 
dulated to teach ns.) Se 

The eminent Italian aatronginsy, Schinpa> 
relli, has reoontly publishad a atartling an. 
nouncemont regarding the evidence obtain» 
ed by him from. n series of carefal observa- 
tiona, of the existence’ of artificial canals 
upon tha- planet Mara, which tonda- atill 
farthor to confirm the bolief: that. it is in- 
habited by. d racc..of intelligent : beings. 
From an interesting paper on tho auhjéct, 
recently publiahed, wo ‘extract the: follow- 
ing: ' What scoms to ba a now discovery, 
is that the land surface of the planet Mars. 
is, or appears to be, divided into groa 
canals thirty miles or more. in width, aud 
oxtonding in absntuttly straight, and -ytton. 
parallel lines From tho sea-cuast for a thous. 
and miles or more into the interior, -whera 
they somotinies intersect with. other canals 
ranning dir-cily at right angles, . This 
would sveim to iudicate a direction of furco 
different from. thos .commonly - displayed: 
by nature. But what is even wlore remarke 
able, if wo are to trust our authority, is that 
obsorvation has shown that in. somo cases 
thead assumed canals Beem to b+ in process 
of construction. * * * Apyarently the 
assumption might be made—promiaing the 
accurncy of these asserted facts—-that tha 
planet Mats is inhabited by a raca of buiags 
possessed of enormous powers, linviny tho 
knowledgo and:strength nesded to perform 
in o short space of time what would be al- 
moat oquivalent to the cénatraction of a 
eanal that would reach from the Atlantic 
Ocaan to Ohicago, with a, width approxi. 
tmaataly equal to half the width of the State 
of Missachusstts, Of course thea saser- 
tions will bo nccopted with a very great 
degree of skepticiem, but, none the tesa, 
they will add not -a little to the. curiosity 
and interest with which futuro observations 
on the planet Mara will be watched for,’ 

After summing up the evidency accumu- 
lated in support: of -the beliof that Mars is 
inhabited, a’ recent writer in Qhambere’ 
Journal says: ‘Wa thus see that there ia 
ample room: for assuming that this, the 
inost interesting of all the planets, -is the 
abode of eraaturea not essentially diferent 
from ourselves, Being ‘considerably. ulder 
than wo are, the Martialites ara’ probably 
much farther. advanced in tho arts ant 
sciences ; and perhaps there may be somo 
truth in the theory uf an Italian astronomer 
who says he has latoly dotected. lights on 
the planet, moving about in such.s way as 
seoma.te indicate a doliberate intention to 
open communication with the earth. What 
the language of thy light: is. wo have not’ 
‘been informed, but lot us hope it. is some- 
thing more praclical than’ the proposal of 
the Russiau, savant to communicate: with 
the moon by entting a hugo -figurs of the 
forty-seventh proposition of Euclid on the 
plains of Siberia, which, -he anid, any fool 
would understand,’ o 

Until 9 little more than. ten years ago it 
was quite gencrally believed by astronomers, 
that Macs, uolike ‘the ‘other: supotior 
planeta, waa unattended by a satellite, and 
most of the text books on astronomy dea- 
cribo this planet as a world without a moon 
to adorn ‘ond illuminate ite nights, Tho 
poet Tennyson also refers to 

‘The mowy poles of mounteys Mare,’ .
